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Quincy Receives $2.3Million MassWorks Grant 


To Realign Roadways 
In Quincy Center, Free Up 
More Land For Development 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The city of Quincy was 
recently awarded a $2.3 mil- 
lion MassWorks grant from 
the state to realign roadways 
in Quincy Center to improve 
the flow of traffic and free 
up more land for develop- 
ment. 

Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito an- 
nounced the city had been 
awarded the grant during a 
visit to the McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center on Dec. 16, 
joined by Housing and Eco- 
nomic Development Secre- 
tary Mike Kennealy, Mayor 
Thomas Koch and members 
of Quincy’s delegation on 
Beacon Hill. 

The grant will be used to 
install a new traffic signal 
at the intersection of Gen- 


eral McConville Way and 
Hannon Parkway, replacing 
the signal presently located 
where the Parkingway and 
Hannon Parkway 
Koch said. 

“If you’re coming north 
on Burgin Parkway and tak- 
ing a right on the Paul Har- 
old Bridge, it gets all backed 
up because you hit a light 
immediately,” he told re- 
porters. “The plan is to redo 
the intersection to move that 
working light to the corner 
of McConville and Hannon 
and then have a dedicated 
right-turn lane that would 
bring you up to the Parking- 
way So those people who are 
going to South Quincy don’t 
get stuck.

Sea Street Condos 
Proposal Headed 
To Planning Board

The applicant seeking to 
construct a three-story, 20- 
unit condominium building 
on Sea Street will head to 
the city’s Planning Board 
before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals considers granting 
variances for the project. 

The Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals on Dec. 14 held a pub- 
lic hearing on the proposal 
by JVC Sea Street LLC to 
construct the 20-unit build- 
ing at 105 Sea St., formerly 
home of Imperial Terrace. 
The managers of the LLC 
are James Timmins, Quin- 
cy’s city solicitor, and his 
son Christopher; the latter 
attended the Dec. 14 meet- 
ing. 

The property at 105 Sea 
St. contains 27,600 square 


feet of land, according to 
the city’s online property 
records, and is zoned Resi- 
dence B. 

Amid opposition to the 
project from area residents, 
members of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals on Dec. 
14 said they could not pres- 
ently support the proposal 
and suggested it should go 
to the Planning Board for 
review first. Christopher 
Carroll, the attorney for the 
developers, said he was OK 
with going to the Planning 
Board first and he agreed to 
a continuance of the ZBA 
hearing to March 22 to al- 
low for the Planning Board 
to weigh in. 

The developers had ini- 
tially proposed a four-story,

¢ On Jan. 8, 1962, at the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C., Leonardo da Vinci’s masterpiece, the 
Mona Lisa, is exhibited for the first time in America. 
¢ On Jan. 3, 1990, Panama’s Gen. Manuel Antonio 
Noriega, after hiding at the Vatican embassy in Panama 
City, surrenders to U.S. military troops to face charges 
of drug trafficking and is flown to Miami. In 1992, the 
former dictator was convicted and sentenced to 40 years 
in prison.

The demand for “quarantine puppies” and other pets in- 
creased during the COVID-19 pandemic, bringing with it a 
spike in scams that has persisted even as virus-related lock- 
downs have abated. 

Online pet scams — in which an online search ends with 
a would-be pet owner paying hundreds of dollars or more 
to adopt a pet that ultimately doesn’t exist — are especially 
pervasive during the holiday season, when families may be 


looking to add a furry family member as a gift. Better Busi- 
ness Bureau (BBB) advises extreme caution if shopping for 
a pet online. 

In addition to a shortage of puppies available due to high 
demand, earlier this year, the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) suspended imports of dogs to the 
U.S. from countries deemed at high risk of rabies. The U.S. 
typically imports 1 million dogs each year and have since

Stand Out Quincy Committee Asks Mayor

Dear Mayor Koch, 

We reviewed your recent interviews in The Quincy Sun 
with interest, and were encouraged to note that you have 
decided to give your unqualified support to the position of 
DElI(Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion) Coordinator at Quin- 
cy Public School and are eager to see the search started for 
the new hire as soon as possible. We applaud your action 
and hope to see it come to pass in a timely manner. 

Our committee of StandOutQuincy4BlackLives mem- 
bers met with you eight months ago to declare our support 
for the establishment of a Department of Social Justice and 
Equity for the city, as voted upon by the City Council. At 
that time, you denied the council’s vote to fund such a de- 
partment. During that meeting in April you told us you were 
going to set up your own Commission to study the problem, 
and that as a public body the Commission meetings will be 
open to the public. 

The Commission did not launch until July, and we have 
been waiting for public access to the group. We are very

We are less pleased to read that despite appointing your 
own Commission to investigate the DEI needs of the Quin- 
cy community, you seem to already have decided that there 
is no need for DEI in the city as a whole, but only in the 
school system. 

Why not allow for the open meetings with the Commis- 
sion that you promised us as a group when we met with 
you last April? And why not await the conclusion of their 
findings? 

We believe that the issues facing the city are complex 
and will take time and effort to understand and address; 
however, there are many people who are capable, caring and 
willing to work together to solve our common problems. We 
hope that you will keep an open mind.

Largest Christmas Tree in United States. 
85 feet high contributed by Retail Merchants. 


THIS 1934 POSTCARD is a view of the Christmas 
tree erected by the Retail Merchants Bureau of the 
Quincy Chamber of Commerce. It was in front of 
the Granite Trust Bank building now home to a 
branch of the Bank of America at 1400 Hancock St. 
Two weeks before this tree was lit a smaller tree was 
dedicated on the same spot, but it was toppled by a 
55-mile-per-hour gale. MIT engineers brought in to 
prevent a reoccurrence claimed this new 85-foot tree 
could withstand winds to 240 mph. The first 60 feet of 
the trunk, set firmly into the ground, was the boom 
from a derrick donated by the Swingle Quarry Co. 
It was capable of lifting 20 tons of granite. On top 
of the boom was attached a 25-foot real tree. Three 
hundred and twenty smaller trees salvaged from the 
collapsed tree were inserted into holes drilled into 
the boom to served as the lower branches. Six nearly 


one-inch thick cables secured the tree from all sides, 
and some 600 lights accompanied a large and small 
star that flashed alternately at the top. On the occasion 
of the tree lighting, a spectacular scintillator on top 
of the bank building threw a great fan of light in all 
colors more than a mile into the sky. Inside the bank 
the lobby and all the building’s windows were lighted 
each day with over 1,200 real vigil candles. Howard 
Johnson’s Restaurant was the store on the left at One 
Chestnut Street. On the right at 1402 Hancock St. was 
Homer’s, a jewelry store that in 1940 became Rogers 
Jewelry Company. Rogers Jewelry was located here 
for many years until relocating to Presidents Place at 
1250 Hancock St. in 2019. This postcard has become 
a tradition in The Quincy Sun and is appearing for 
the 27th year.

Fourth Norfolk District State Representative seat in the 
(Dec. 16) special election. 

Sheets, the Democratic nominee, polled 2,727 votes to 
top American Party candidate Joseph Killion who had 1,149 
votes. The margin of victory was 1,578 votes. Councillor 
John Lydon, running as an independent candidate, was third 
with 1,1,09. Marilyn Hanabury, another independent candi- 
date, polled 246 votes. 

The vacancy was created when Rep.William D. Delahunt 
was appointed Norfolk County District Attorney by Gover- 
nor Michael Dukakis.

‘Tis the Season: More Than 109 Million Americans To Travel For Holidays 
AAA Predicts Crowded Roads And Skies, With Air Travel Nearly Tripling Over 2020 


Americans who had to 
cancel getaways and get- 
togethers last year because 
of the pandemic are making 
up for lost time this holiday 
season. More than 109 mil- 
lion people — an almost 
34% increase from 2020 
— will travel 50 miles or 
more as they hit the road, 
board airplanes or take other 
transportation out of town 
between Dec. 23 and Jan. 2. 

That dramatic bounce- 
back — 27.7 million more 
people traveling — will 
bring this year’s numbers to 
92% of 2019 levels. Airlines 
will see a 184% increase 
from last year. 

AAA estimates that 2.3 
million people from Mas- 
sachusetts will travel over 
the holidays, up from 1.7 
million a year ago. Of that 
number 2 million will go by 
car, more than the 1.6 mil- 
lion in 2020. Dec. 23, the 
day before Christmas Eve, 
is forecast to be the busiest 
day on Massachusetts road- 
ways, with 46% more traffic 
volume on I-93 South, and 
a 20-30 percent increase on 
I-90 and other major high- 
ways. 

“Americans who can- 
celed their vacations in 2020 
want to gather with family 
and friends for the holidays 
this year, although they will 
still be mindful of the pan- 


demic and the new omicron 
variant,” said Mary Magu- 
ire, director of Public and 
Government Affairs at AAA 
Northeast. “With vaccines 
widely available, conditions 
are much different and many 
people feel a greater level of 
comfort with travel.”

Following final votes ear- 
lier this month by both the 
Massachusetts Senate and 
House, Gov. Charlie Baker 
Dec. 13th signed a $4 bil- 
lion spending plan drawing 
on funds from the American 
Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) 
and state surplus revenues 
to mitigate impacts of the 
ongoing pandemic, and sup- 
port key local and statewide 
programs. 

Baker’s approval _ fol- 
lowed votes taken by the 
House on Dec. 2 and Senate 
on Dec. 3 approving the bill, 
which allocates more than 
half the Commonwealth’s 
roughly $5 billion in federal 
ARPA funds and $1.45 bil- 
lion in surplus state tax rev- 
enues. 

“For nearly two years, 
far too many Massachusetts 
residents have struggled 
through the pandemic, and 
this legislation will bring 
them the relief that they need 
and deserve,” said state Sen. 
John Keenan (D-Quincy). 
“This bill also marks the 
rare opportunity to invest 
in solutions to longstand- 
ing problems that the Com- 
monwealth has lacked the 
resources to resolve.” 

Roughly $500 million in 
ARPA and surplus funding 
is allocated in the spending 
plan to replenish the Com- 
monwealth’s Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Trust Fund. 
Other investments tied to 
COVID-19 include $260 
million to relieve financial 
strains facing community 
hospitals hardest hit by the 
pandemic, $200 million for 
local and regional public 
health systems, and $400 
million to broaden men- 
tal and behavioral health 
resources throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Funding for local 
needs includes $340,000 
in supplemental funding 
for the housing authori- 
ties of Abington, Braintree 
Holbrook, and Rockland; 
$600,000 for capital im- 
provements to Quincy’s 
Thomas Crane Library; and 
$60,000 for the installation 
of a fire suppression system 
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at the United First Parish 
Church in Quincy. 

The Quincy delegation 
also secured $200,000 for 
Quincy Community Action 
Programs, Inc. to be used 
for their food center facility 
expansion and $200,000 for 
Quincy Asian Resources, 
Inc. for their mobile truck 
food pantry program. Addi- 
tionally, the delegation pro- 
cured $600,000 for dredging 
the channel in Quincy Bay 
and beach restoration in the 
Merrymount neighborhood, 
$400,000 for the Squantum 
Point Park ferry service, 
and substantial funding for 
economic development im- 
provements for local transit 
stations. 

“As we rebuild many of 
the programs and _ institu- 
tions worn down by COV- 
ID, we also need to prepare 
for a post-pandemic future,” 
Keenan said. “Thanks to 
this legislation, with ARPA 
funding and state surplus 
revenues we can make in- 
vestments now that will 
increase employment and 
improve housing, local in- 
frastructure, and _public- 
health outcomes for resi- 
dents of Quincy, the South 
Shore and throughout Mas- 
sachusetts.” 

“This bill makes mean- 
ingful investments that ad- 
dress needs across all com- 
munities and sectors of the 
economy, particularly those 
disproportionately impact- 
ed by the COVID-19 pan- 
demic,” said Speaker of the 
House Ronald J. Mariano 
(D-Quincy). “These signifi- 
cant, One-time investments 
will help the Massachusetts 
economy recover from the 
pandemic quicker and stron- 
ger than what would have 
otherwise been possible. 
I thank Senate President 
Spilka and all our colleagues 
in the Legislature for their 
work, as well as the public 
for their input throughout 
the process.

Ask Rusty: I Have VA 
Coverage; Should I Get 
Medicare Part B?

Dear Rusty: I am a 74 year old veteran enrolled with 
the VA. I have never had Medicare Part B. Should I? My 
only source of income is Social Security. Signed: Retired 
Veteran 

Dear Retired Veteran: First, thank you for your service 
to our country. Like you, I use the VA for certain health- 
care needs but, unlike you, I am also enrolled in Medicare 
Part B. The decision on whether to have both is a personal 
choice only you can make, but I'll give you some things to 
consider: 

If you are 100% satisfied with your VA coverage, and if 
that coverage is conveniently available to you, and if the VA 
provides all the health care you will ever need wherever you 
happen to be, then enrolling in Medicare Part B may not be 
needed in your personal situation. For me, the nearest full 
service VA facility is about 40 miles away, while just about 
every imaginable private healthcare service is nearby. Thus, 
for convenience reasons, I am enrolled in Part B so I can use 
any doctor or medical service provider I want within just a 
few miles of my home. I also travel a fair amount, and I like 
the convenience and flexibility of using any healthcare pro- 
vider I happen to be near, without worrying about finding 
a VA facility or VA-affiliated private provider. So, for me, 
it all comes down to convenience and flexibility to use any 
healthcare provider I want. I use my VA coverage when it’s 
convenient for me, but otherwise use non-VA providers. But 
your needs may be different. 

Your choice may especially be different since your only 
source of income is Social Security. There is a premium 
associated with Medicare Part B ($170.10 per month for 
2022) which would be taken from your Social Security pay- 
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opportunities and $75 mil-

ment, thus reducing it. That may create a financial issue for 
you, which is obviously an important consideration when 
deciding if you should also enroll in Part B to supplement 
your VA coverage. But there’s yet another concern if you 
enroll in Part B now. 

Since you’re 74 and have relied solely on the VA for 
your healthcare needs since turning 65, you'll be subject 
to a Late Enrollment Penalty if you enroll in Part B now, 
and that penalty may make Part B even more unaffordable 
for you. Your VA health care coverage isn’t considered a 
“creditable” alternative to Part B, which means that a Late 
Enrollment Penalty of 10% additional premium will be as- 
sessed for each full year you went without Part B cover- 
age. For example, instead of the standard Part B premium 
of $170.10, your premium with the late enrollment penalty 
could be about $323 per month. And, unfortunately, that 
penalty lasts for as long as you are enrolled in Part B and 
will increase along with any increases to the Part B pre- 
mium as time passes. 

For your awareness, if Social Security is your only source 
of income, you may be eligible for your state’s Medicare 
Savings Program which can assist you with paying Medi- 
care premiums and copayments. If your income falls below 
the required thresholds you may be eligible for the Medi- 
care Savings Program as described at this website: www. 
benefits.gov/benefit/4396.

24-unit condominium build- 
ing during an October meet- 
ing of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, which was contin- 
ued so a community meet- 
ing could be held, and the 
plans could be refined. In 
November, the developer 
was poised to present a 
proposed 21-unit building 
to the ZBA, but that hear- 
ing was continued to Dec. 
14 because board members 
did not receive a new set of 
plans in time. 

At the Dec. 14 meeting, 
Christopher Timmins said 
the latest iteration of the 
proposal calls a three-story 
building with 20 condomin- 
ium units. The project, he 
stated, “has undergone posi- 
tive changes” based on feed- 
back from area residents on 
issues like the height of the 
building and parking. 

“We’ve also heard broad- 
er concerns out of our im- 
mediate control including 
school impacts, overdevel- 
opment concerns and other 
general issues, which unfor- 
tunately seem to be driven 
by a couple folks leveraging 
these issues to rally opposi- 
tion without accurately or 
honestly representing the 
facts about the project pro- 
posal,” Timmins added. 

Included in the latest it- 
eration of the plans are six 
one-bedroom units and 14 
units with two bedrooms, 
according to project archi- 
tect Tim Johnson. The one- 
bedroom units would aver- 
age about 700 square feet in 
size while the two-bedroom 
units would include an aver- 
age of 1,300 square feet of 
space. 

The project would also 
include a total of 44 parking 
spaces. Thirty-four of those 
spaces would be located in 
a lower-level garage, eight 
would be located in the rear 
of the property and two in 


front. Timmins said 34 of 
the spaces would be as- 
signed to the unit owners 
in the building — one spot 
would be set aside for each 
bedroom — and the remain- 
ing 10 spaces would be for 
guest parking. 

The building as proposed 
requires several variances 
from the ZBA, Johnson 
said. For instance, the zon- 
ing code sets a minimum lot 
area of 4,500 square feet per 
dwelling unit in Residence B 
while the proposal includes 
1,380 square feet of lot area 
per dwelling unit. The zon- 
ing code also requires 1,000 
square feet of green space 
per unit, while the proposal 
includes 300 square feet of 
green space per unit. 

In addition, the proposal 
includes a nine-foot setback 
on the left-hand side of the 
building to the property line, 
less than the 25-foot setback 
required by the zoning code; 
the 25-foot requirement is 
met on the right-hand side 
of the building. The setback 
in front of 19 feet is less than 
the 25 feet required by the 
zoning code but is the same 
setback as the Imperial Ter- 
race building, Johnson said. 

The applicant’s _ traf- 
fic engineer, Jack Gillon, 
who formerly worked for 
the city, said the proposed 
development would gener- 
ate 108 vehicle trips during 
a typical weekday — 54 in 
and 54 out. Seven of those 
trips would come during the 
morning peak hour and nine 
would be during the evening 
peak hour. 

A restaurant the size of 
Imperial Terrace would 
generate 53 trips during the 
evening peak hour alone, he 
added. 

The new building would 
not change the level of 
service at the intersection 
of Sea Street and Quincy 
Shore Drive, Gillon said. 


The driveway exiting the 
property would have a C- 
grade for level of service 
during the morning peak 
hour and an F-grade level of 
service during the evening 
peak hour, which means, he 
explained, “there will be ex- 
tended delays coming out of 
the driveway.” 

Gillon, whose office was 
next door at 55 Sea St. while 
working for the city, said it 
can be difficult to turn left 
onto Sea Street during the 
evening rush hour. Drivers 
instead have to a take a right 
and make a U-turn further 
down the road. 

Several residents raised 
concerns about traffic dur- 
ing the public hearing on the 
matter. 

Joe Connor, a Virginia 
Road resident, said traffic 
on Sea Street gets tied up 
when people make U-turns 
because they cannot tum 
south onto the road. Those 
U-turns can also lead to car 
crashes. 

“That’s the biggest prob- 
lem and bottleneck we’ve 
got right now on Sea Street, 
because people are trying to 
figure out how to go south 
and they can’t go south. 
They can’t turn left on Sea 
Street, so they go up and 
they do U-turns,” Connor 
said. “We just had a traffic 
accident last week where 
somebody tried to do a U- 
turn there and got broad- 
sided.” 

Other residents said they 
were concerned that grant- 
ing the variances sought by 
the applicant for the pro- 
posed development would 
set a precedent for other par- 
cels along Sea Street should 
developers seek to build on 
them. 

“Res. B is supposed to 
be low density and I think 
it is a dangerous precedent 
to start,” said Kevin Geary 
of Samoset Avenue. “We let 
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this go 20 units and I know 
it’s not a given, but it is a 
defense for the next person 
to say, ‘that’s not low den- 
sity,’ and sooner or later we 
have Sea Street filled with 
condos.” 

Mike O’Connor, a High- 
field Road resident, said 
the new owners of Grumpy 
White’s, another former res- 
taurant on Sea Street, would 
seek similar zoning relief 
within hours if the board 
granted the requested vari- 
ances for the Imperial Ter- 
race site. 

Merrymount Association 
President Mark Sauter said 
Quincy residents under- 
stand multi-family projects 
will be coming to the city. 
In this case, however, Sau- 
ter said he was concerned 
the developers did not do an 
adequate job of reaching out 
to the neighborhood group 
to explain their plans for the 
Imperial Terrace site. 

“T’m not a developer, but 
if | was I would think one of 
the first people I would con- 
tact would be the group that 
represents the entire neigh- 
borhood you want to build 
in. Why do you want to 
build here, why do you need 
variances, what’s your Vi- 
sion for the property — these 
are things we would have 
like to have heard directly,” 
Sauter said, adding that the 
developers gave late notice 
for community meetings 
that did take place. 

“We’re starting off with 
a level of concern because 
of the lack of outreach...It 
doesn’t help then for the de- 
veloper then to start tonight 
with disingenuous com- 
ments trying to cast asper- 
sions on different people in 
the neighborhood for having 
valid concerns.” 

The applicant should not 
get credit for reducing the 
size of the project, Sauter 
added, because developers 


of projects citywide typi- 
cally come in with a bigger 
proposal than what they ul- 
timately end up getting per- 
mission to build. 

“People aren’t stupid 
with this and you’re not 
getting any points for now 
trying to appear reasonable 
when you could’ve had this 
same project two months 
ago and not wasted people’s 
time,” Sauter said. 

One __ resident, John 
Rodophele of Grenwold 
Road, spoke in favor of 
the development during 
the public hearing. Quincy 
needs new growth, he said. 

“Out of all the projects 
I’ve seen, this isn’t one of 
the worst,” Rodophele said. 
“We need the new growth. 
We need the new taxes.” 

Two city councillors 
spoke at the Dec. 14 hearing 
— Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy and Councillor at 
Large Anne Mahoney. 

McCarthy said he was 
glad the ZBA got to hear 
the proposal after the previ- 
ous two hearings had been 
continued before they could 
begin. 

“The applicant did go 
from 32 down to 20...I 
know they were trying to 
make it work, but it is a very 
difficult lot for anything to 
work in there,” McCarthy 
said. 

“Tm glad we finally 
got zoning involved at this 
point. We’ve gone through 
at least two meetings and a 
couple of continuations to 
finally get zoning to get a 
look at it so you folks can 
do what the zoning board is 
here for, and what it is here 
for is to make exceptions at 
times so that things can go 
in.” 

The state is planning to 
reconstruct the portion of 
Sea Street from Samoset 
Avenue to Palmer Street, 
McCarthy added, and that 


could help improve traffic in 
the area. 

Mahoney noted more 
than 400 residents had 
signed a petition opposed to 
the proposed condo build- 
ing. She suggested the de- 
velopers should build some- 
thing smaller on site, like a 
six-unit building that could 
constructed by-right based 
on the minimum lot size re- 
quired per dwelling unit. 

“You want to do six, you 
can do it. You want to do 
eight, maybe the neighbors 
might want it. But you have 
over 400 neighbors telling 
you that [they] don’t want 
it,” Mahoney said. “That is 
something we’re supposed 
to listen to because those 
neighbors are the taxpay- 
ers, current taxpayers, in the 
city.” 

Mahoney also said the 
project should have gone 
to the Planning Board prior 
to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. 

Brian Radell, who 
chaired the Dec. 14 ZBA 
meeting, said the city has no 
rule or guideline specifying 
which board an applicant 
must appear before first. 

“T wish as a body that 
someone would address it 
and say what the process 
should specifically be,” 
Radell said. 

Following the public 
hearing, Timmins said he 
“did not mean to come off 
disrespectful at all” in his 
opening remarks. 

“T think the exact phrases 
I used were ‘received a lot of 
excellent feedback from the 
neighbors’ and ‘neighbors 
offered honest criticisms 
that we took into account,” 
he said. “I did mention a 
couple of folks and it’s just 
based off of stuff that’s

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Councillors Pass Ordinance Regulating Downtown Spaces

City councillors recently 
passed an ordinance to regu- 
late the use of public spaces 
within Quincy Center. 

Councillors approved 
the ordinance in an 8-0 vote 
on Dec. 13 with Ward 2 
Councillor Anthony Andro- 
nico voting present. Mayor 
Thomas Koch told The Sun 
he would sign the measure 
into law. 

The ordinance, _ intro- 
duced by Ward 4 Councillor 
Brian Palmucci, makes the

seeing public spaces within 
the downtown district. 

The ordinance states the 
city should charge a reason- 
able fee for any for-profit 
uses of public spaces in the

downtown and defines a for- 
profit use as “any use that 
charges a fee for its activi- 
ties or services occurring on 
the public space.” Organi- 
zations recognized as non- 
profits under Section 501(c) 
(3) of federal code can use 
the space without a fee, the

its designee to require a user 
of a public space within the 
downtown to have adequate 
liability insurance. The 
mayor’s office or its des- 
ignee is also authorized to 
require a bond for use of a 
public space if it is deemed 
necessary. 


During the Dec. 13 meet- 
ing, Palmucci said it was 
important to regulate the 
use of public spaces within 
Quincy Center given the 
city’s investment in the area. 
The regulations, he 
added, would not infringe 
on the right to free speech or 
assembly.

The Holiday Season Is Not So ‘Jolly’ For Elders 
Living Alone; Don’t Let Them Fall Into Depression

Too many senior citizens 
come down with a case of 
Holiday Blues this time 
of the year. It’s not a very 
“jolly” season — especially 
if you’re old and living 
alone. The National Coun- 
cil on Aging (NCOA) esti- 
mates that 28% or more of 
folks in the 65-plus segment 
of the population live alone 
and while it can be tough on 
them each and every day, 
the holiday season is an es- 
pecially rough reminder of 
their solitary lives. 

NCOA says that “Loneli- 
ness is more than an emo- 
tional issue; it has real im- 
plications for physical and 


mental health. Recent re- 
search has shown that feel- 
ing lonely or being isolated 
affects mortality in a similar 
way to that of a smoking 
habit of 15 cigarettes per 
day and has more of an im- 
pact on mortality than other 
risk factors, like obesity and 
sedentary lifestyle.” 
According to Rebecca 
Weber, CEO of the Asso- 
ciation of Mature American 
Citizens (AMAC), it doesn’t 
have to be that way if caring 
relatives and neighbors take 
the time and make the effort 
to show them that you care. 
“Schedule visits or just pop 
in unexpected, pick up the 
phone, include them in your 


holiday celebrations and 
you'll give them the gift of 
hope and a measure of hap- 
piness. They’ll feel better 
and so will you.” 

Weber says it’s not easy 
growing old and it’s not easy 
for friends and relations to 
schedule such additional 
chores amid the hustle and 
bustle of the holiday sea- 
son, especially in the era of 
the COVID pandemic. “Just 
remember what the holidays 
are all about—not the par- 
ties, the presents and the 
decorations. It’s about fam- 
ily, friends and community.”

It seems like another year that we may be 
for Christmas or just having immediate family, s ti applaud 
you for wanting to make it as beautiful and memorable as 
possible. It’s easy to create a Christmas dinner table for all 
to enjoy just by layering your items. 

First, start with a tablecloth or maybe a quilt or piece of 
fabric. Second add a contrasting or coordinating table run- 
ner down the center of your table. Adorn it with a short 
floral piece (or several smaller ones), greens and pinecones. 
shiny ornaments, small toys, or candles. The length of your 
centerpiece depends on whether you plan to remove it be- 
fore dinner (if so, assemble it on a removable tray) so you 
have sufficient room for your serving platters and bowls, or 
it can stay throughout the meal if you are setting up a buffet 
nearby or in an adjacent room.

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24-unit condominium build- 
ing during an October meet- 
ing of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, which was contin- 
ued so a community meet- 
ing could be held, and the 
plans could be refined. In 
November, the developer 
was poised to present a 
proposed 21-unit building 
to the ZBA, but that hear- 
ing was continued to Dec. 
14 because board members 
did not receive a new set of 
plans in time. 

At the Dec. 14 meeting, 
Christopher Timmins said 
the latest iteration of the 
proposal calls a three-story 
building with 20 condomin- 
ium units. The project, he 
stated, “has undergone posi- 
tive changes” based on feed- 
back from area residents on 
issues like the height of the 
building and parking. 

“We’ ve also heard broad- 
er concerns out of our im- 
mediate control including 
school impacts, overdevel- 
opment concerns and other 
general issues, which unfor- 
tunately seem to be driven 
by a couple folks leveraging 
these issues to rally opposi- 
tion without accurately or 
honestly representing the 
facts about the project pro- 
posal,” Timmins added. 

Included in the latest it- 
eration of the plans are six 
one-bedroom units and 14 
units with two bedrooms, 
according to project archi- 
tect Tim Johnson. The one- 
bedroom units would aver- 
age about 700 square feet in 
size while the two-bedroom 
units would include an aver- 
age of 1,300 square feet of 
space. 

The project would also 
include a total of 44 parking 
spaces. Thirty-four of those 
spaces would be located in 
a lower-level garage, eight 
would be located in the rear 
of the property and two in 


front. Timmins said 34 of 
the spaces would be as- 
signed to the unit owners 
in the building — one spot 
would be set aside for each 
bedroom — and the remain- 
ing 10 spaces would be for 
guest parking. 

The building as proposed 
requires several variances 
from the ZBA, Johnson 
said. For instance, the zon- 
ing code sets a minimum lot 
area of 4,500 square feet per 
dwelling unit in Residence B 
while the proposal includes 
1,380 square feet of lot area 
per dwelling unit. The zon- 
ing code also requires 1,000 
square feet of green space 
per unit, while the proposal 
includes 300 square feet of 
green space per unit. 

In addition, the proposal 
includes a nine-foot setback 
on the left-hand side of the 
building to the property line, 
less than the 25-foot setback 
required by the zoning code; 
the 25-foot requirement is 
met on the right-hand side 
of the building. The setback 
in front of 19 feet is less than 
the 25 feet required by the 
zoning code but is the same 
setback as the Imperial Ter- 
race building, Johnson said. 

The applicant’s _ traf- 
fic engineer, Jack Gillon, 
who formerly worked for 
the city, said the proposed 
development would gener- 
ate 108 vehicle trips during 
a typical weekday — 54 in 
and 54 out. Seven of those 
trips would come during the 
morning peak hour and nine 
would be during the evening 
peak hour. 

A restaurant the size of 
Imperial Terrace would 
generate 53 trips during the 
evening peak hour alone, he 
added. 

The new building would 
not change the level of 
service at the intersection 
of Sea Street and Quincy 
Shore Drive, Gillon said. 


The driveway exiting the 
property would have a C- 
grade for level of service 
during the morming peak 
hour and an F-grade level of 
service during the evening 
peak hour, which means, he 
explained, “there will be ex- 
tended delays coming out of 
the driveway.” 

Gillon, whose office was 
next door at 55 Sea St. while 
working for the city, said it 
can be difficult to turn left 
onto Sea Street during the 
evening rush hour. Drivers 
instead have to a take a right 
and make a U-turn further 
down the road. 

Several residents raised 
concerns about traffic dur- 
ing the public hearing on the 
matter. 

Joe Connor, a Virginia 
Road resident, said traffic 
on Sea Street gets tied up 
when people make U-turns 
because they cannot turn 
south onto the road. Those 
U-turns can also lead to car 
crashes. 

“That’s the biggest prob- 
lem and bottleneck we’ve 
got right now on Sea Street, 
because people are trying to 
figure out how to go south 
and they can’t go south. 
They can’t turn left on Sea 
Street, so they go up and 
they do U-turns,” Connor 
said. “We just had a traffic 
accident last week where 
somebody tried to do a U- 
turn there and got broad- 
sided.” 

Other residents said they 
were concerned that grant- 
ing the variances sought by 
the applicant for the pro- 
posed development would 
set a precedent for other par- 
cels along Sea Street should 
developers seek to build on 
them. 

“Res. B is supposed to 
be low density and I think 
it is a dangerous precedent 
to start,” said Kevin Geary 
of Samoset Avenue. “We let

this go 20 units and I know 
it’s not a given, but it is a 
defense for the next person 
to say, ‘that’s not low den- 
sity,’ and sooner or later we 
have Sea Street filled with 
condos.” 

Mike O’Connor, a High- 
field Road resident, said 
the new owners of Grumpy 
White’s, another former res- 
taurant on Sea Street, would 
seek similar zoning relief 
within hours if the board 
granted the requested vari- 
ances for the Imperial Ter- 
race site. 

Merrymount Association 
President Mark Sauter said 
Quincy residents under- 
stand multi-family projects 
will be coming to the city. 
In this case, however, Sau- 
ter said he was concerned 
the developers did not do an 
adequate job of reaching out 
to the neighborhood group 
to explain their plans for the 
Imperial Terrace site. 

“T’m not a developer, but 
if I was I would think one of 
the first people I would con- 
tact would be the group that 
represents the entire neigh- 
borhood you want to build 
in. Why do you want to 
build here, why do you need 
variances, what’s your vi- 
sion for the property — these 
are things we would have 
like to have heard directly,” 
Sauter said, adding that the 
developers gave late notice 
for community meetings 
that did take place. 

“We're starting off with 
a level of concern because 
of the lack of outreach...It 
doesn’t help then for the de- 
veloper then to start tonight 
with disingenuous com- 
ments trying to cast asper- 
sions on different people in 
the neighborhood for having 
valid concerns.” 

The applicant should not 
get credit for reducing the 
size of the project, Sauter 
added, because developers 


of projects citywide typi- 
cally come in with a bigger 
proposal than what they ul- 
timately end up getting per- 
mission to build. 

“People aren’t stupid 
with this and you’re not 
getting any points for now 
trying to appear reasonable 
when you could’ ve had this 
Same project two months 
ago and not wasted people’s 
time,” Sauter said. 

One resident, John 
Rodophele of Grenwold 
Road, spoke in favor of 
the development during 
the public hearing. Quincy 
needs new growth, he said. 

“Out of all the projects 
I’ve seen, this isn’t one of 
the worst,” Rodophele said. 
“We need the new growth. 
We need the new taxes.” 

Two city councillors 
spoke at the Dec. 14 hearing 
— Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy and Councillor at 
Large Anne Mahoney. 

McCarthy said he was 
glad the ZBA got to hear 
the proposal after the previ- 
ous two hearings had been 
continued before they could 
begin. 

“The applicant did go 
from 32 down to 20...I 
know they were trying to 
make it work, but it is a very 
difficult lot for anything to 
work in there,” McCarthy 
said. 

“I’m glad we finally 
got zoning involved at this 
point. We’ve gone through 
at least two meetings and a 
couple of continuations to 
finally get zoning to get a 
look at it so you folks can 
do what the zoning board is 
here for, and what it is here 
for is to make exceptions at 
times so that things can go 
in.” 

The state is planning to 
reconstruct the portion of 
Sea Street from Samoset 
Avenue to Palmer Street, 
McCarthy added, and that 


could help improve traffic in 
the area. 

Mahoney noted more 
than 400 residents had 
signed a petition opposed to 
the proposed condo build- 
ing. She suggested the de- 
velopers should build some- 
thing smaller on site, like a 
six-unit building that could 
constructed by-right based 
on the minimum lot size re- 
quired per dwelling unit. 

“You want to do six, you 
can do it. You want to do 
eight, maybe the neighbors 
might want it. But you have 
over 400 neighbors telling 
you that [they] don’t want 
it,” Mahoney said. “That is 
something we’re supposed 
to listen to because those 
neighbors are the taxpay- 
ers, Current taxpayers, in the 
city.” 

Mahoney also said the 
project should have gone 
to the Planning Board prior 
to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. 

Brian Radell, who 
chaired the Dec. 14 ZBA 
meeting, said the city has no 
rule or guideline specifying 
which board an applicant 
must appear before first. 

“I wish as a body that 
someone would address it 
and say what the process 
should specifically _ be,” 
Radell said. 

Following the public 
hearing, Timmins said he 
“did not mean to come off 
disrespectful at all” in his 
opening remarks. 

“T think the exact phrases 
I used were ‘received a lot of 
excellent feedback from the 
neighbors’ and ‘neighbors 
offered honest criticisms 
that we took into account,’” 
he said. “I did mention a 
couple of folks and it’s just 
based off of stuff that’s 
been said online and I have

City councillors recently 
passed an ordinance to regu- 
late the use of public spaces 
within Quincy Center. 

Councillors approved 
the ordinance in an 8-0 vote 
on Dec. 13 with Ward 2 
Councillor Anthony Andro- 
nico voting present. Mayor 
Thomas Koch told The Sun 
he would sign the measure 
into law. 

The ordinance,  intro- 
duced by Ward 4 Councillor 
Brian Palmucci, makes the 
mayor’s office, or its des- 
ignee, responsible for over- 
seeing public spaces within 
the downtown district. 

The ordinance states the 
city should charge a reason- 
able fee for any for-profit 
uses of public spaces in the 


downtown and defines a for- 
profit use as “any use that 
charges a fee for its activi- 
ties or services occurring on 
the public space.” Organi- 
zations recognized as non- 
profits under Section 501(c) 
(3) of federal code can use 
the space without a fee, the 
ordinance states, and non- 
profits are to be granted 
preference over for-profit 
uses. 

The ordinance also al- 
lows the mayor’s office or 
its designee to require a user 
of a public space within the 
downtown to have adequate 
liability insurance. The 
mayor’s office or its des- 
ignee is also authorized to 
require a bond for use of a 
public space if it is deemed 
necessary. 


During the Dec. 13 meet- 
ing, Palmucci said it was 
important to regulate the 
use of public spaces within 
Quincy Center given the 
city’s investment in the area. 
The new regulations, he 
added, would not infringe 
on the right to free speech or 
assembly. 

‘Now that we have some 
really amazing spaces and 
really large spaces — think- 
ing of Kilroy Square in par- 
ticular — we should have 
some rules as to the process 
by which non-profit and for- 
profit entities can use the 
space. Really all this does 
is suggest that if you’re a... 
non-profit, you wouldn’t 
pay anything, a for-profit, 
maybe you would pay a fee. 
But, you would have to go

through the mayor’s office 
or their designee in order to 
obtain permission to use that 
space,” Palmucci said. 

“If you wanted to pro- 
test a war or protest a City 
Council decision or whatev- 
er have you, you can obvi- 
ously use that space without 
any type of registration.” 

Ward 5 Charles Phelan 
Jr. asked tf a group taking 
a tour that passes through 
the Hancock-Adams Com- 
mon or a couple having 
their wedding pictures taken 
there would need to register 
with the city in advance. 

Palmucci said the inten- 
tion of the ordinance is not 
to require registration for 
those types of uses though a 
photographer doing a photo 
shoot with extensive equip- 


The Holiday Season Is Not So ‘Jolly’ For Elders 
Living Alone; Don’t Let Them Fall Into Depression

Too many senior citizens 
come down with a case of 
Holiday Blues this time 
of the year. It’s not a very 
“Jolly” season — especially 
if you’re old and living 
alone. The National Coun- 
cil on Aging (NCOA) esti- 
mates that 28% or more of 
folks in the 65-plus segment 
of the population live alone 
and while it can be tough on 
them each and every day, 
the holiday season is an es- 
pecially rough reminder of 
their solitary lives. 

NCOA says that “Loneli- 
ness is more than an emo- 
tional issue; it has real im- 
plications for physical and 


mental health. Recent re- 
search has shown that feel- 
ing lonely or being isolated 
affects mortality in a similar 
way to that of a smoking 
habit of 15 cigarettes per 
day and has more of an im- 
pact on mortality than other 
risk factors, like obesity and 
sedentary lifestyle.” 
According to Rebecca 
Weber, CEO of the Asso- 
ciation of Mature American 
Citizens (AMAC), it doesn’t 
have to be that way if caring 
relatives and neighbors take 
the time and make the effort 
to show them that you care. 
“Schedule visits or just pop 
in unexpected, pick up the 
phone, include them in your 


holiday celebrations and 
you'll give them the gift of 
hope and a measure of hap- 
piness. They'll feel better 
and so will you.” 

Weber says it’s not easy 
growing old and it’s not easy 
for friends and relations to 
schedule such additional 
chores amid the hustle and 
bustle of the holiday sea- 
son, especially in the era of 
the COVID pandemic. “Just 
remember what the holidays 
are all about—not the par- 
ties, the presents and the 
decorations. It’s about fam- 
ily, friends and community.” 

Here some activities that 
can wake a lonely senior, 
give them a feeling of be- 
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who have mentioned things 
that have been said about 
the project.”

Following those com- 
ments, Carroll, the devel- 
opers’ attorney, asked for a 
continuance of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals hearing so 
the project could go before 
the Planning Board first. 
The ZBA hearing was con- 
tinued to March 22 with the 
goal of having the Planning 
Board weigh in on the pro- 
posal before that date.

Purchasing A Puppy Online Remains Extremely Risky, BBB

updated the restrictions. 

People currently shopping for pets online are very like- 
ly to encounter a scam listing in an online ad or website. 
Knowing the red flags associated with this scam can help 
people avoid heartache and loss of money. 

Online shopping scam reports to BBB Scam Tracker sky- 
rocketed during the COVID-19 pandemic, and pet scams 
make up 35% of those reports in 2021. While pet scam-re- 
lated reports are down slightly from 2020, they are expected 
to double this year to those reported in 2019, and more than 
four times as many were reported in 2017, when BBB pub- 
lished its first investigative study about online puppy scams. 

Scammers frequently capitalize on the high demand dur- 
ing the holidays by posting pictures of pets in Christmas 
hats and other gear. When a would-be pet parent pursues the 
listing, the scammer refuses to let the consumer meet the pet 
before buying — often claiming COVID-19 considerations. 
The scammer claims that they must use a pet delivery 
agency of some kind, often an airline. BBB Scam Tracker 
has received many reports of fake web pages impersonat- 
ing real businesses for this purpose. The scammer also may 
demand fees for vaccinations or other last-minute “needs.” 
Ultimately, the pet does not exist, and the consumer has lost 
money and emotional investment. 

The largest group of victims by age are those 25-35, fol- 
lowed by those 35-44. The average financial loss reported 
to BBB Scam Tracker was $1,088. While 82% of pet scam 
reports involved dogs, other reports included cats, birds and 
iguanas. 

The tactics used in pet scams continue to evolve. Scam- 
mers increasingly ask for payment through untraceable cash

apps such as Zelle, Google Pay, Cash App, Venmo and Ap- 
ple Pay. Areview of BBB Scam Tracker data finds that the 
vast majority of reports listed Zelle as the payment method 
involving the purchase of online pets. 

A St. Louis woman told BBB Scam Tracker in April 2021 
that she paid a $500 deposit via Zelle for a cavapoo puppy 
she had seen online. The seller sent her several photos and 
then asked for the remaining balance on the puppy via Zelle 
-- a transaction that the would-be buyer’s bank flagged as 
fraudulent. The woman requested a refund but never re- 
ceived it, and the puppy is still listed on the seller’s website. 

A Castro Valley, California, woman reported losing 
$1,350 during the summer of 2021 when she and her hus- 
band tried to buy a samoyed puppy online. The woman 
told BBB Scam Tracker she signed a contract to purchase 
a puppy from a “breeder” who contacted her via email; she 
paid the “breeder” $1,350 via Zelle. She said she knew she 
had been scammed when the “shipping company” handling 
the puppy’s delivery contacted her and asked her to rent a 
temperature-regulated crate. 

Pet scams are a worldwide problem, with the United 
Kingdom and Australia reporting large increases in pet 
scam complaints in 2020 and 2021. Many pet scams origi- 
nate in Cameroon, according to data from Petscams.com, 
which tracks and catalogues puppy scams. 

Law enforcement agencies in the U.S. and abroad have 
worked to apprehend pet scammers. In December 2020, 
the U.S. Department of Justice announced criminal charges 
against a Cameroonian national living in Romania; among 
other tactics, the suspect had claimed the pets he was selling 
had COVID-19 and required would-be buyers to purchase a 
“vaccine guarantee document.”

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Bring A Bit Of Spring Color Indoors With Flowering Bulbs 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Pot them up, give them 
a chill and enjoy spring 
flowering bulbs indoors or 
outside on a patio, deck or 
porch. This is a great way to 
enjoy any bulbs that didn’t 
make it into the ground this 
season or take advantage 
of late season discounts on 
bulbs. 

Larger flowering bulbs 
like tulips, daffodils, hya- 
cinths, and alliums put on 
quite a display in your home 
or in a window box or con-

tainer. Add some smaller 
bulbs like crocus, squills, 
and grape hyacinths to the 
mix for added beauty. 

All you need is a con- 
tainer with drainage holes, 
potting mix, and a few 
bulbs. Shorter varieties 
work well or give taller va- 
rieties a bit of support with 
twigs or decorative stakes 
when displaying indoors. 

Cover the bottom of the 
container with soil. Set sev- 
eral bulbs, pointed side up, 
on top of the potting mix.

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Set the tallest bulbs in the 
center surrounded by short- 
er varieties when creating a 
mixed garden. Place tulips 
with the flat side of the bulb 
facing out for a better dis- 
play.

Enjoy weeks of colorful 
flowers by selecting a vari- 
ety of bulbs that bloom from 
early through late spring. 
Layer the bulbs to maximize 
your planting space. Place 
larger bulbs on top of the 
soil layer at the bottom of 
the container. The tallest of 
these will go in the center 
skirted by shorter varieties 
to maximize the display. 

Cover this first layer 
of bulbs with potting mix, 
leaving just the tip of the 
bulbs exposed. Add smaller

pointed side up is all you need to create a colorful indoor garden. 


bulbs like squills, crocus 
and grape hyacinth bulbs to 
the next level. Plant them 
close together between the 
tips of the larger bulbs. 
Cover this layer with soil, 
leaving enough space for 
watering. 

Water the freshly planted 
container thoroughly, then 
move it to a cool location, 
about 35 to 45 degrees for 
at least 12 to 15 weeks. This 
cold period is needed to initi- 
ate flowering in these bulbs. 
A spare refrigerator or in 
colder regions, an unheated 
garage works well. Or if the

ground hasn’t frozen, sink 
the pot into a vacant space 
in the garden. This works 
for those gardening in areas 
where winter temperatures 
are cold enough to provide 
the needed chill. Mulch the 
soil once the ground starts 
to freeze with evergreen 
boughs. This will make it 
easier to remove the pot in 
early spring. 

Eliminate this step by 
purchasing pre-chilled 
bulbs. These have received 
the needed cold treatment 
and are ready to pot up and 
grow indoors or outdoors in 


warmer regions. 

Check stored bulbs regu- 
larly for early sprouting and 
move to a colder location if 
needed. Water the bulbs in 
storage whenever the soil is 
thawed and dry. 

Once the cold treatment 
is complete, you can move 
the forced bulbs to their 
final location where you 
can enjoy the spring flow- 
ers. Place the container in 
a cool location with bright 
indirect light indoors. Water 
thoroughly as needed and 
watch for flowers to appear

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Tina Cahill Excited To Join School Committee

Tina Cahill, who will join 
the School Committee next 
month after winning a seat 
in the city’s recent munici- 
pal election, said she wants 
to help shine a spotlight on 
the good things students and 
the school system are doing 
while also addressing issues 
that arise within the district. 

Cahill, 63, finished sec- 
ond in a six-person field in 
the Nov. 2 municipal elec- 
tion, winning a four-year 
term on the School Commit- 
tee. Incumbent committee 
members Emily Lebo and 
Doug Gutro were reelected 
to new terms after finishing 
first and third in the race. 
The three will be sworn in 
during the committee’s or- 
ganizational meeting on Jan. 
5 at 6 p.m. 

In a recent interview, 
Cahill said she was excited 
to join the committee and 
wants to be someone resi- 
dents can reach out to. 

“I’m excited to join the 
School Committee and roll 
up my sleeves and collabo- 
rate with my colleagues,” 
she said. “Hopefully I am 
somebody people can reach 
out to and communicate 
with, someone that can 
bring a voice to the School 
Committee that will repre- 
sent a lot of people. I think 
that’s the important piece 
~ that we’re open and we 
communicate. 

“*} think everyone will 
probably say the same. Any- 
one who is in an elected of- 
fice wants to be someone 
that is approachable, and 
that people can talk to.” 

While on the committee, 
Cahill said she wants to help 
highlight the good things 
the district and its students 
are doing, while addressing 
issues as they arise. 

“What I really hope we 
can do more of is to high- 
light more of the great 
things that the students and 
the school system are do- 
ing,” she said. “There is a 
lot of really good things that 
are happening, and I wish 
that the community could 


hear more of that, because 
there really are some great 
things that are going on in 
the city and in the system. 

“T think that’s important, 
because I’ve listened to a lot 
of the department heads and 
the things they are bringing 
to the table and their goals, 
and I think they are doing 
some really good work and 
as much as we need to focus 
on some of the issues that 
are presenting challenges 
to the School Committee 
and the school system, we 
also need to look at the good 
things they are doing and 
highlight that so people can 
feel confident in what we 
are doing in the system, be- 
cause that is important.” 

Cahill, who worked as an 
administrator at Archbishop 
Williams High School and 
later Quincy College, is 
currently the executive di- 
rector of Recovered Souls, 
a Quincy-based foundation 
that supports individuals in 
recovery. 

“We focus on supporting 
individuals who are actively 
working their recovery. For 
many, rehab isn’t always 
enough and once they com- 
plete treatment it is impor- 
tant to have support to help 
individuals get on their feet 
and help them achieve their 
personal and professional 
goals,” she said. 

“Another aspect we’re 
focusing on is helping indi- 
viduals with career explora- 
tion, navigating the college 
admissions process, and 
identifying skill training 
programs that would help 
them to sustain their life in 
a positive way.” 

Cahill said she decided to 
run for a seat on the School 
Committee this year to stay 
engaged in education. 

“I decided to run because 
my whole career has been 
based around education and 
then when I left Quincy Col- 
lege, I felt like it was a good 
opportunity to stay engaged 
in education,” she said. 

While this was Cahill’s 
first run for office, she is no 
stranger to politics. Her hus- 


band, Tim, served as a city 
councillor and state trea- 
surer, and she said that ex- 
perience helped her on the 
campaign trail this year. 

“I was a newcomer to 
running for office but I think 
for sémeone who is really 
new you have to figure out 
the whole process and how 
to run a campaign and the 
framework, whereas for me, 
because of Tim’s campaign- 
ing in the past, I saw what 
the important components 
were and was able to kind 
of put that together from the 
beginning,” Cahill said. 

“A lot of people maybe 
didn’t have that experience 
and you’re halfway through 
the campaign before you 
start really hitting your 
rhythm. I think that was su- 
per helpful obviously for me 
and I think that’s partially 
why we were successful, be- 
cause we understood what 
it was we needed to put in 
place to run the campaign 
from the beginning.” 

Campaigning this year 
did present some challenges 
because of the pandemic, 
she said. 

“Most of the forums 
were on Zoom...so that was 
a little difficult because you 
don’t really get to engage 
with people in a room and 
get to really connect with 
people and have discussions 
outside of the forum itself. 
But that was something that 
everyone had to deal with, 
so it was important to re- 
ally be able to get your mes- 
Sage across when you were 
in a forum and what your 
thoughts were,” Cahill said. 

“T think the hardest part 
was really meeting people 
in person because we didn’t 
have the opportunity to re- 


ally do that. I think that- 


was the most difficult part 
of campaigning during the 
COVID pandemic.” 

As she prepares to join 
the committee, Cahill said 
she already knows many of 
the other members of the 
school board and had an on- 
boarding session with Kevin 
Mulvey and Erin Perkins, 


the district’s superintendent 
and assistant superinten- 
dent. 

“T think a little bit of it 
is just going to be getting 
in there and paying atten- 
tion, learning and contribut- 
ing,” Cahill said when asked 
about her preparation for 
joining the committee. 

“The biggest learning 
curve is just getting in and 
seeing how they do things.” 

As a member of the com- 
mittee, Cahill said her goal 
is to be diligent and take a 
deep look into issues that 
come before the board. 

“My main goal is to re- 
ally delve into the issues 
that come up in front of us 
and just to be really diligent 
in researching how we do 
things and appreciate what 
we do well and then also 
contribute to conversations 
if we need to figure out how 
to do things better,” she said. 

It is also important for 
the committee to be proac- 
tive in addressing issues that 
may arise in the future, Ca- 
hill added. 

“J think what we need 
to all be always conscious 
of is that things change and 
that we have to be always 
forward looking and see- 
ing what the trends are and 
find out how we can ad- 
dress them and maybe be 
more proactive in figuring 
out what might be coming 
down the tunnel and how to 
address issues,” Cahill said. 

“One of the things I think 
that the school department is 
doing that is going to be re- 
ally impactful is the adjust- 
ment counselors that they 
are going to be bringing in. 
I think they were already 
looking at that as an addition 
to the system and I think in 
light of a lot of the social is- 
sues that are happening and 
mental health issues, that is 
an important piece of what 
we need to be looking at. 
I’m glad they are going in 
that direction. 

“T also think that we need 
to understand the school sys- 
tem is really a microcosm of 
human nature and society.

There are great things hap- 
pening and there are some- 
things that are challenging, 
and we have to be conscious 
of those changes and make 
sure we are addressing them 
so that kids are prepared 
when they leave high school 
for either their academic, 
professional or lifelong ob- 
jectives. That’s our goal and 
those are kind of the com- 
ponents now we have to 
be looking at with the way 
things are changing in the 
world.” 

Last month, students at 
the city’s two high schools 
walked out of class to pro- 
test racism and hate speech. 
Cahill said the students’ 
protest was a good way for 
them to bring their message 
to the forefront. 

“The one thought I really 
do have is that we should 
appreciate that there is a 
group of students who are 
empathetic and compas- 
sionate about some of the 
racial and social issues that 
are happening,” she said. 
“Them walking out and 
walking out peacefully | 
think was a great expression 
of that and I think is a good 
way to bring a message to 
the forefront.” 

The altercation between 
two Quincy High School 
students that preceded the 


walkout, Cahill added, “is 
something that was a seri- 
ous event and I think that is 
where the schools bringing 
in the adjustment counselors 
and dealing with those kinds 
of situations on a higher lev- 
el is really an important step 
that they needed to take.” 

The School Committee 
has been meeting in person 
at the Coddington Building 
this year amid the pandem- 
ic, though the public is not 
allowed into the building. 
Cahill said she would wel- 
come allowing the public to 
address the committee in- 
person during open forum, 
rather than through written 
correspondence alone, pro- 
vided it can be done safely. 

“Having people come in 
at the public forum is impor- 
tant but it has to be done in a 
way so we can keep people 
safe and comfortable, most- 
ly comfortable, about being 
in person,” she said. 

In addition, Cahill wants 
the livestreaming of meet- 
ings to continue because it 
provides greater access to 
the sessions. 

“Having a livestream | 
think is a great way so ev- 
eryone can access the meet- 
ings,’ she said. “That is 
important and they should 
always do that.”

2. Pulse in egg, coconut sugar, and or- 
ange zest.

points, 6 rebounds, 5 steals) 
in the first minute of action, 
but Scituate responded with 
a 9-0 run of their own. This 
run included a three-pointer 
and three baskets from two- 
point range. 

While the Raiders fought 
back and made it a 14-12 
game later on in the first 
quarter, Scituate went on a 
7-0 run to take a nine-point 
lead.

The Raiders would make 
it a one-point game mid- 
way through the quarter 
after Quinn had seven unan- 
swered points: two on free 
throws, another two on a 
close shot, and three points 
from outside range. Scituate 
responded by going on a 9-3 


run that included a three- 
pointer and a pair of free 
throws. A layup put Scituate 
up 40-33 with 1:15 remain- 
ing in the first half. 

After that, each team got 
a pair of baskets to close out 
the first half. Quinn had.a 
free throw and senior guard 
Ethan Gao hit a three-point- 
er for the Raiders.

City Council Swearing-In 
| Ceremony In Great Hall Jan. 3 


Councillors Have Option To Take Oath In Person 
Or Be Sworn In Remotely

The nine members of the 
Quincy City Council will be 
sworn in on Monday, Jan. 3. 

The swearing-in ceremo- 
ny for the 82nd City Coun- 
cil will take place that eve- 
ning at 7:30 p.m. inside the 
Great Hall of the McIntyre 
Government Center at 1305 
Hancock St. The event will 
be open to the public. 

Because of the ongoing 
pandemic, councillors will 
have the option of being 
sworn in either in person or 
participating in the event re- 
motely. 

After they are sworn in, 
the councillors will elect 
their president for the year 
2022. 

All nine incumbent city 
councillors were reelected 
during the city’s municipal 
election in November. 

At the final meeting of 
the current City Council on 
Dec. 13, members lauded 
Councillor Nina Liang for 
the job she did as the coun- 
cil president over the last 
two years. 

“I want to thank you for 
your leadership over the 
past two years in leading 


these meetings, leading dis- 
cussions, always striving for 
civility in conversation. I 
appreciate every moment of 
effort and time you put into 
this role,” Ward 3 Council- 
lor Ian Cain said to Liang. 

“As we move on, thank 
goodness we’re going to be 
joined together in another 
session in 2022, but I am 
thankful for having you at 
the helm for the past two 
years and look forward to 
sitting next to you for the 
new two.” 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr. said Li- 
ang led the council through 
a difficult period of time to 
be in local government. 

“You’ve been a great 
leader. You’ve done a won- 
derful job leading the City 
Council and I don’t think 
too many people have been 
in your position during a 
pandemic,” Phelan said. 

“You led the council 
through a very difficult time 
that wasn’t the easiest time 
to be in city government, 
and you did a fantastic job. 
You were honest and fair, 
and you kept the debate go- 
ing and looked out for the 


best interest of the citizens 
of Quincy.” 

During her remarks, Li- 
ang thanked a number of 
people for their work during 
the last two years, starting 
with Mayor Thomas Koch, 
his chief of staff Chris 
Walker, and the city’s de- 
partment heads. 

“Government can’t stop, 
so I want to give a huge 
thank you to all the depart- 
ment heads who worked 
within these parameters 
to make sure they were 
keeping the train running 
and having things done on 
time,” she said. 

Liang also thanked City 
Clerk Nicole Crispo, Clerk 
of Committees Jennifer 
Manning, Auditor Susan 
O’Connor and Ann Alexan- 
der and Kathy Noonan in 
the council office for their 
assistance. 

Liang’s final thank you 
was to her eight colleagues 
on the council. 

“All of you know me 
very well,” she said. “I am 
all about collaborative ef- 
forts, which means also I 
am constantly bugging you 


for your guidance and lead- 
ership as well.” 

Liang credited her col- 
leagues for their work on the 
council during the last two 
years, most of which came 
amid the pandemic. 

“I don’t think any of us 
came into it thinking that 
it would last the whole two 
years, but again I want to 
thank all of you. The work 
that I’ve done as council 
president frankly would not 
have been possible without 
the grace all of you have 
shown me in trying to figure 
this out along the way,” Li- 
ang said. 

“Outside of the pan- 
demic, there’s been a lot 
of changes that we’ve seen

Can Inspect Smoke, 
CO Alarms 


The Quincy Fire Department recently ran a program 
to inspect and replace smoke and carbon monoxide (CO) 
alarms in homes throughout the city. Residents were able 
to register for the program during the open house held at 
fire headquarters during fire prevention week in October. 
Smoke/CO alarms were purchased from money awarded 
to the fire department through a federal fire prevention and 
safety grant and others were provided from the Red Cross. 
During the first week of December, firefighters went to 63 
homes and installed a total of 160 alarms throughout the 


city. 


Smoke and CO tits should be installed on every level 
of your home, at the bottom of every stairway, and within 
10 feet of bedrooms. You should test your alarms monthly 
and change the batteries every 6 months. Alarms should be 
replaced with new ones every 10 years. Carbon monoxide 
is especially dangerous because it is an odorless and color- 
less gas. Without an alarm you will have no indication it is 
in your home. Some ways to help prevent CO from building 
up in your home are to have your chimney cleaned, your 
heating system serviced, and make sure heating system and 


dryer vents are not blocked. 


Whenever your smoke or CO alarm sounds, you should 
leave your house and call 911 from outside. The fire de- 
partment will respond and investigate what is causing your 
alarms sound. Be sure to have a family meeting spot and 
practice your escape plan. This will help you account for 
everyone in the household and be able to inform firefighters 
if anyone is still inside when they arrive. 

We are continuing our partnership with the Red Cross 
and invite any Quincy resident concerned about the place- 
ment or condition of their alarms to contact the fire preven- 
tion office at 617-376-1016. We can schedule a time to in- 
spect the alarms in your home and replace them if necessary.

is a game changer and will 
open up a number of differ- 
ent parcels for the develop- 
ment that continues to in- 
crease the tax base here in 
the city of Quincy,” he said. 

Mariano, who is com- 
pleting the first year of his 
speakership this month, said 
it has been a pleasure to 
work with the Baker-Polito 
administration; Baker and 
Polito announced earlier in 
December they would not 
be running in the 2022 state 
election.

Movie Review: ‘West Side Story’ 


By BOB GARVER 

I first saw 1961’s “West 
Side Story” in a middle 
‘school music class. My 
opinion at the time was 
mostly focused on how the 
Street gangs looked none- 
too-tough with all that stag- 
ey dancing. 

As I got older, I gained 
more appreciation for the 
film and show, not just for its 
excellent singing and danc- 
ing, but also its exploration 
of issues like immigration, 
race relations, and the crim- 
inal justice system. When 
I heard Steven Spielberg 
was updating the property 
in his first-ever full-blown 
musical, I was worried that 
some of that thoughtfulness 
would be lost. 

But it tums out that 
Spielberg’s version is just 
as thoughtful as ever. It may 
even outdo the original by 
throwing gentrification into 
the mix. And the singing, 
dancing, and most of the 
acting is also outstanding. 

The story follows star- 
crossed lovers Maria (Ra- 
chel Zegler) and Tony 
(Ansel Elgort). Maria is a 
somewhat naive recent im- 
migrant from Puerto Rico 
that lives with her brother 
Bernardo (David Alvarez) 


and his girlfriend Anita 
(Ariana DeBose). Bernardo 
is the leader of the Sharks 
Street gang, who are in the 
midst of a war with the Cau- 
casian Jets over a shrinking 
New York territory. Leading 


/ the Jets is Riff (Mike Faist), 


though he’s in constant con- 
tact with founder and long- 
time friend Tony. Tony is 
trying to get out of the gang 
life, having spent time in 
prison and currently living 
under the watchful eye of 
respected local shopkeeper 
Valentina (Rita Moreno). 
But Riff keeps trying to pull 
him back in, convincing him 
to go to a local dance where 
the Jets and Sharks will dis- 
cuss the terms of an upcom- 
ing winner-take-all rumble. 
It is at this dance where Tony 
meets Maria, and the two 
fall instantly in love despite 
their conflicting affiliations. 
Can the two bring peace to 
the warring factions and live 
happily ever after? Since the 
story is based on the Shake- 
spearian tragedy “Romeo 
and Juliet,” I’d say... don’t 
get your hopes up. 

The musical num- 
bers are, of course, legend- 
ary. Songs like “Tonight,” 
“T Feel Pretty,” and “Some- 
where” are so famous that

many people probably know 
them even if they can’t 
match them to the show. 
I’m partial to the comedic- 
with-a-tinge-of-tragic “Gee, 
Officer Krupke” myself. 
And it’s all expertly choreo- 
graphed. If I wasn’t already 
familiar with Spielberg’s 
filmography, I would have 
guessed that he’d been di- 
recting musicals his entire 
career. Though I’m not sure 
he always nails the pacing. 
Some of the songs, espe- 
cially toward the end, seem 
to be “milked” when they 
should be briefer and more 
effortless. 

Most of the cast will be 
high in the running for Os- 
cars come awards season, 
with the exception of An- 
sel Elgort. Most critics are 
rightfully pointing out that, 
despite the actor’s best ef- 
forts, he just doesn’t fit in 
here. I’ve been trying to 
pinpoint why, and I’ve nar- 
rowed it down to his look. 
His build is that of someone 
who has access to a personal 
trainer, not just to get ripped 
(which could be explained 
by the character’s time in 
prison), but to know exactly 
which areas to work on for 
maximum handsomeness. 


Compare that to costar : 
AN 


Faist, who looks: malnour- 
ished in consistency with 
the character’s rough up- 
bringing. 

Speaking of the Oscars, 
“West Side Story” will no 
doubt be in contention for 
several, including Best Pic- 
ture, Best Director, Best Ac- 
tress for Zegler, and a bunch 
of technical awards. But I’m 
particularly interested in the 
race for Best Supporting 
Actress. Rita Moreno won 
the award for playing Anita 
in the 1961 version. I could 
see her getting nominated 
for playing Valentina in this 
version, but I could also 
see Ariana DeBose getting 
nominated for playing Anita 
here. 

What if they’re both 
nominated? 

Moreno vs. Anita — not 
that there’s not plenty to be 
said for the Valentina char- 
acter and DeBose’s perfor- 
mance. Does the Academy 
go with the distinguished 
veteran or Oversee a pass- 
ing of the torch? And how 
awesome is this movie if the 
debate is between “which” 
actress wins an Oscar?

in about four weeks. Re- 
move one pot a week from 
cold storage to extend your 
enjoyment. 

Monitor spring growing 
conditions before moving 
forced bulbs into outdoor 
planters. Once the weath- 
er is suitable for bulbs to 
sprout and grow outdoors, it 
is safe to move forced bulbs 
into the landscape. 

When they are done 
flowering, you can compost 
the bulbs or for those suited 
to your growing conditions 
add them to the garden. 
Remove the faded flowers 
and water the plants like 
your houseplants or other 
container gardens. Fertil- 
ize with a dilute solution of 
flowering plant fertilizer or 
apply a low nitrogen, slow- 
release fertilizer. This helps 
replenish the nutrients used 
in flowering. 

Move indoor forced 
bulbs outdoors as soon 
as the danger of frost has 


passed. Those in containers 
outdoors can remain in the 
pots until the foliage fades 
or the garden is ready for 
planting. Or store the bulbs 
in a cool dark place for sum- 
mer and plant in fall with 
other hardy bulbs. Then be 
patient as it can take two 
years for these to flower. 

Forcing spring flowering 
bulbs is a great way to add 
beauty to your indoor dé- 
cor, patio, balcony, or deck. 
They also make a great gift 
for gardeners of all experi- 
ence levels.

In 2013, Don Johnson sued 
Rysher Entertainment for 
foreign-syndication monies 
owed for his “Nash Bridges” 
series (of which he was part 
owner). He sued for $50 mil- 
lion, and a panel of judges 
tuled he be paid $15 million. 
He persisted and was award- 
ed an estimated $19 million 
and 50% of the copyright of 
the series. 
In July 2012, “Happy Days” 
cast members Anson Wil- 
liams, MariOn Ross, Don 
Most, Erin Moran and Pa- 
tricia Bosley, widow of Tom 
Bosley, sued CBS for the un- 
paid use of their likenesses 
and names in merchandising 
and got $65,000 in their set- 
tlement. Stars Ron Howard 
and Henry Winkler had their 
own deals and were already 
amply paid.

Adjectives such as “brilliant” are 
used far too often in bridge. Afier all, 
if someone makes the correct play, 
one that everyone should make, he is 
hardly deserving of unbridled adula- 
tion. All he has done, really, 1s make 
the right play. 

Take this case where South wound 
up in five clubs after East had opened 
with three spades. West led the six of 
spades to East’s ace, and the contract 
seemed destined to g0 down one, since 
West could ruff the spade return. 

But South, who was perfectly aware 


that West could ruff the second spade, 
was not about to give up without a 
fight. And so, when East took the ace 
of spades at trick one, South casually 
dropped the king! 

This left East in a quandary. From 
where he sat, South appeared to have 
started with the singleton king of 
spades and West with the doubleton 
6-4. It therefore seemed pointless to 
return a spade, particularly with the 
jack in dummy. 

So East tumed his attention instead 
to his singleton heart. If West hap- 
pened to hold the ace — certainly not 
an impossibility — a heart ruff would 
sink the contract. Accordingly, East 
shifted to the heart ten. 

Having gained a reprieve, South 
won the heart, cashed the A-K of dia- 
monds — discarding his remaining 
spade — and then led a club. West 
won with the ace, but when East was 
unable to ruff the heart return, declar- 
er had the rest of the tricks. 

South’s play at trick one is certainly 
worthy of admiration. East was high- 
ly likely to have a seven-card spade 
suit,.and a ruff was imminent. East 
would have had no trouble diagnos- 
ing the situation if declarer followed 
to the ace with the four, so the only 
chance was to try to fool East by drop- 
ping the king. 

But was this play brilliant? Hardly, 
because it was the right play under the 
circumstances.

Blood-Pressure 
Goal: How Low 
Should It Go? 


DEAR DR. ROACH: My 
sister, 75, is taking only two 
drugs for the past three years, 
and they are both for high 
blood pressure. Now she finds 
that her blood pressure is 
110/70 and wonders why she 
can’t take less of her medica- 
tions as an experiment. For 
instance, if she cut her pills 
in half and still has her blood 
pressure under 120/80, would 
there be any problem with 
this? -- RJ. 

ANSWER: The optimum 
goal of blood pressure treat- 
ment is still not known; how- 
ever, evidence is accumulating 
that it might be lower than the 
less than 140/less than 90 that is 
has typically been the target. At 
least in higher-risk people with 
high blood pressure, a large tri- 
al found that a goal blood pres- 
sure of less than 120/less than 
90 had better outcomes than the 
traditional goal. A more recent 
follow-up study showed that 
risk of dementia was also lower 
in the group that had the lower 
blood pressure. 

Not everyone can tolerate a 
blood pressure that low: Side 
effects of medications can be 
problematic. But it’s reasonable 
to aim at 120/80 or less. 

In your sister’s case, she is a 
little bit below that. It wouldn’t 
be unreasonable if, after dis- 
cussing with her doctor, she 
tried reducing the dose of one 
of the medications. If her blood 
pressure remains lower than 

120/80, she could continue that 
lower dose. However, if she 
feels perfectly well on her cur- 
rent dose, there is not a reason 
to reduce the dose. 

In either case, don’t reduce 
the dose without a discussion, 
nor cut the pill in half with- 
out checking with the doc- 
tor or pharmacist. Some pills 
shouldn’t be cut in half.

I was told 
that I would need thyroid 
medicine because eventually 
I would feel tired and cold all 
the time. I do not have either 
of these symptoms. I’m usual- 
ly warm when others say they 
are cold. I wake up at 6:30 
and am ready for the day. Do 
I have an underactive thy- 
roid? I don’t think so. -- R.K. 


ANSWER: I don’t think you 
have an underactive thyroid ei- 
ther. 

The thyroid stimulating hor- 
mone level is a measure of the 
pituitary hormone TSH, which 
stimulates the thyroid gland to 
release thyroid hormone (thy- 
roxine, or T4). Many people, 
especially older women, have 
a high TSH level and normal 
thyroxine levels. There is some 
controversy about whether peo- 
ple in your situation need to be 
treated. Certainly, people with 
symptoms that are clearly from 
low thyroid benefit from treat- 
ment. There is also new evi- 
dence suggesting that younger 
people may benefit from treat- 
ment in order to reduce risk of 
heart disease. This effect was 
observed when TSH levels were 
higher than yours (above 7). 

My personal practice is to 
not treat people with high TSH, 
normal thyroxine and no symp- 
toms unless the TSH levels are 
above 10. Treating people un- 
der 65 with TSH above 7 might 
also make sense. Some of my 
colleagues will measure anti- 
thyroid antibodies, since people 
who have high levels of these 
antibodies are more likely to go 
on to develop symptomatic low 
thyroid levels.
